Not very many radical changes v ere 
made inthe organization plans, and 
probably the most important matter ac- 
complished during the convention was 
the disbanding of the Allied States Mov- 
ng Picture Owners’ Association, when 
Al Steffes, president of that organiza- 
tion, pledged that its members would de- 


vote all of their time to the interests 
of the Motion Picture Theater Owners 
of America. Heretofore the Allied 


States Association was accused of caus- 
ing factional disturbances among the 
ranks of the parent organization, and 
during the first two days of the con- 
vention several heated debates arose con- 
cerning the smaller association. None of 
the proposed constitutional amendments 
were voted on, but some of the resolu- 
tions passed during the week were to 
establish a _ statistical bureau; to re- 
frain from becoming connected with any 
distributing or producing company;

M. P. O. A., and to support the 
Movie Chat reels sponsored by the 
Cinema Service Corporation, 40 per cent 
of the gross receipts of which have been 
promised to the exhibitors’ organization. 
It was also urged at several sessions that 
the es producing and distributing 
companies be approached to see whether 
they would cons: nt to the elimination of 
the “road-show" clauses which have been 
added to the uniform contract

ized number of shares as mentioned 
above. The directors also declared an 
extra $2 dividend on the common stock, 
payable in stock on August 10 to stock- 
holders of record June 39. In the event 
that the stockholders fail to approve the 
increase in common gtock the extra divi- 
dend will be payable in cash. In raising 
the dividend rate from $8 to $10 it is 
planned to pay it quarterly, $8 in cash 
and the remaining $2 in cash or stock, 
at the option of the corporation. 

Upon the approval by the stockholders 
of the increase of capitalization the cor- 
poration will offer 191,482 shares of its 
common stock for sale at $107.49 (the 
49 cents being an adjustment for the 
accrued dividend) to holders of the com- 
mon stock at the rate of one new share 
for each two shares now held, including 
the above-mentioned dividend stock. 

Famous Players-Lasky Corporation 
now has outstanding 80,000 shares of 
preferred stock, 20,000 additional shares 
of which have been retired. This pre- 
viously outstanding stock was purchased 
thru operation of the preferred-stock 
sinking fund, and 375,456 shares of 
common stock. 

It is said that the new money coming 
into the treasury will not only go toward 
buying of a majority of the Balabag & 
Katz certificates but also for the purpose 
of purchasing other assets, all of which 
should materially strengthen the organ- 
ization. Balaban & Katz certificates are 
now selling on the Chicago stock ex- 
change around $74, showing an increase 
of a few points since the deal was first 
mentioned. It was then said that the 
purchase price of the stock from Balaban 
& Katz would be in excess of $80 a 
share. 

Famous Players-Lasky Corporation 
stock is now selling on the New York 
stock exchange at around $125. This 
represents a 20-point increase over sev- 
eral months ago and double the price of 
a year or more ago, 

Both Wall Street and theatrical circles 
are wondering whether the corporation 
will be able to maintain the $10 dividend 
rate a year from now. It is known in 
close circles that the corporation has 
started a heavy retrenchment policy, 
cutting down wherever possible. The 
Metropolitan Theater in Boston had 
$1,000 sliced off the running expenses of 
the weekly budget, and other cuts are 
in evidence all along the line. However, 
the new building at Broadway and 43d 
street will be a considerable asset when 
finished.

Each house will have a stage 
director, Mr. Woodward supervising all 
productions in all cities. “ price scale of 
from 50 cents to $1 will be in effect. All 
the houses now booked have large seating 
capacities on the ground floor, where the 
price of $1 prevails. This is a desirable 
feature in the estimation of those cone- 
cerned in the operation of the circuit. 

According to Mr. Tralles, no theaters 
will be built by the organization, which 
will confine itself to taking over theaters 
already built and in operation in cities 
where they feel they can make a success 
of a branch unit. There is no understand- 
ing that the circuit is to take over Shu- 
bert road houses exclusively in each 
town; it will take over whatever house 
considered most ideal (location, drawing 
population and all other things consid- 
ered), whether it be a Shubert house or 
not. <All houses will be operated on a 
seven-day basis, with 10 shows a week, 
matinees being given on Thursday, Satur- 
day and Sunday. Any likely looking house 
in any city of a sizable population in the 
United States is apt to become a part of 
this circuit. 

In discussing his production plans O. 
D. Woodward announced that, while a per- 
manent company would be placed in each 
city in which the circuit operates, the 
leads are apt to be switched around. 
Dramatic stock producers are agreed that 
one of the shortcomings of stock is the 
fact that it is physically impossible for 
the same group of players to excel in a 
wide variety of plays. If it is found that 
certain leading people are excellent in cer- 
tain types of plays, they will be rehearsed 
in a series of plays adapted to their 
ability, and then will go from city to city 
on the circuit, remaining four to six or 
more weeks in each city, putting on this 
particular group of plays, the less im- 
portant members of the resident company 
at the house supporting them. 


An attempt will be made whenever pos- 
sible to secure the original productions 
from New York when this is desirable, as 
in the case of a play like Seventh Heaven,

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Herk Disciplines Singer 


Syracuse Is Stirred Up Over Show Given 
by Summer Stock Company 

New York, June 5.—When a _ report 
reached I H. Herk to the effect that 
Syracuse was stirred up over the summer 
stock company show produced and pre- 
sented by Jack Singer at the Savoy Thea- 
ter, a Mutual Circuit house, Herk decided 
it warranted an investigation and dele- 
gated Emmett Callahan to visit Syracuse 
for that purpose. Callahan's findings 
placed before Herk resulted in Herk can- 
celing Singer’s franchise-operating rights 
of producing and presenting shows on the 
Mutual Circuit in the future, and an edict 
to the management of the theater that a 
repetition of the offense complained of in 
the theater would result in all future can- 
cellation of booking by the M. B. A. 
that house. 

When interviewed on the subject Herk 
was emphatic in his denunciation of 
Singer, likewise of the manager of the 
theater for permitting a presentation that 
Herk claimed would have a detrimental 
effect on Mutual Circuit shows. 

When Herk’s attention was called to 
the police interference with shows on the 
Mutua! Circuit last season, he_ said: 
“Everyone knows that theatrical condi- 
tions thruout the country last season for 
the most part were unprofitable, and we 
hesitated to discipline producers and per- 
formers for what many of the local man- 
agers demanded in the way of presenta- 
tions, but irrespective of any demand of 
local managers our shows for next season 
will have to meet the requirements of the 
M. B. A. for cleanliness or the producers 
and performers will be disciplined, and, if 
not amenable to orders from this office, be 
ruled off the circuit for all time. 

“We investigated several of the com- 
plaints that reached us last season and 
found that in several instances the com- 
plaints and police interference were insti- 
gated by those opposed to Mutual bur- 
lesque, and this was evidenced by the fact 
that in no one instance was a conviction 
obtained or a theater license canceled. 

“Altho there were no convictions or 
eancellations, we found that several pro- 
ducers and performers persisted in ignor- 
ing our imperative orders for clean bur- 
lesque, and we will take action on their 
defiance at out annual meeting next 
week, and in all probability cancel the 
franchise of producers and list the offend- 
ing principals as undesirables for the cir- 
cuit. 

“We are being overrun by thoroly ex- 
perienced and reliable producers seeking 
to present shows on the Mutual Circuit 
next season, and we will take their appli- 
eations under consideration at our coming 
meeting. 

“With the exit of Louis Redelsheimer 
from the office occupied by him in our 
suite we will have it thoroly renovated 
for the new occupants, Emmett Callahan 
and Rube Bernstein, and look to them to 
provide proficient talent for Mutual Cir- 
cuit shows next season. 

“Callahan, as general representative of 
the M. B. A., is thoroly familiar with our 
requirements and local conditions of thea- 
ters booked by us, and the usual alibi of 
offending performers that the local man- 
ager demanded raw shows will have Ro 
effect whatsoever on Callahan. who 
has been keeping personal tabs on pro- 
ducers and performers during the past 
season. 

“Bern&tein »as been a franchise-oper- 
ating producing manager of American 
and Columbia Circuit shows for many 
years and is fully familiar with the re- 
quirements of both circuits. 

“Callahan and Bernstein have an ex- 
tensive acquaintance with performers in 
every branch of theatricals and a per- 
sonal knowledge of their personal char- 
acteristics, talent and ability, and in all 
probability they will bring many new 
faces and many new acts into Mutual 
Circuit shows never heretofore seen in 
burlesque.” 


Herk’s disciplining of Jack Singer by rul- 
ing him off the Mutual Circuit comes as a 
udden surprise to burlesquers in general,

REVIEWS OF PROGRAMS

Rivoli 
Film: “The Unknown Soldier’ 


(Producers’ Distributing Corporation) 


With The Bia Parade hardly a stone's 
throw away and the number of patrons 
legion who have seen this remarkable 
war film, the P. D. C. picture based on 
the late holocaust and christened The 
Unknown Soldier, with scenes near the 
finish of the ceremonies at Arlington 
when this burial took place, will natu- 
rally suffer itself to be compared with 
the M.-G.-M photoplay. And The Un- 
known Soldier, let it be set down, suffers 
quite plainly as a result. However, it 
is a good program film, one that tells 
its story in an interesting if not highly 
competent fashion. There is, too, more 
than a modicum of the elements that 
produce lachrymal reaction among those 
who remember the distasteful world con- 
flict, the grief it brought, its strife and 
its horror. 

P. D. C. might find comfort in the fact 
that its picture does not have to be as 
good as The Big Parade to still be a good 
picture. The Unknown Soldier, altho its 
battleground scenes and its handling in 
general belie the absence of skilled direc- 
tion, is by all accounts a_ worth- 
while effort and it should please wherever 
war pictures are liked. The story, sound 
in structure and treatment, holds up well, 
is interesting from beginning to finish. and 
sustains admirably the suspense estab- 
lished when the young soldier and his war 
bride are torn from each other's arms at 
the call of the bugle, not to see each other 
until three years after the armistice, fol- 
lowing the sorrowful notice to the bride

Equity Election Almost Unanimous 


HE unanimity of the endorsement 

given the regular ticket by the mem- 

bership at the recent election was 
indicated when the executive secretary 
reporting to the Council at a special meet- 
ing on May 27, announced that of the 
905 votes cast 863 were straight and 
only 42 scratched. 


Council Terms Decided by Lot 


Under the terms of the new Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of the association the 
Council is now composed of 50 members 
and the terms have been increased from 
three to five years. 

To rearrange the terms of the present 
members so that one-fifth should eypire 
annually for the next five years the 
names of all councilors were placed in a 
bag and Isabelle Jones was invited to 
draw out the names one at a time. 

The terms of the first 10 drawn will 
expire in 1927, the second 10 in 1928, and 
10 each vear until 1931. The successors 
of each of these councilors will be elected 
to serve for full terms of five years each. 
In this proceeding Equity is following the 


precedent established by the apportion- 
ment of terms to the first Council elected 
in 1913.

SPECIAL AWARD 

For the first time in the history of the 
Pasadena Center of the Drama League 
of America g special award of $100 was 
g'ven to Ransom Rideout, of Berkeley, 
Calif., in recognition of the special merit 
of his play Deep River. One of the rules 
governing the prize-winning play states 
that the play must be eligible for pro- 
duction in the Pasadena Community 
Playhouse. It is the policy of the Govern- 
ing Board of the Piayhouse to select 
no plays for production which deal with 
racial themes provocative of bitter feel- 
ing in the community. Therefore it was 
necessary to eliminate Deep River from 
final consideration. The Drama League 
Board, however, wished to re cognize the 
quality and distinction of Mr. Rideout's 
play and decided upon a special award 
to be given on rare occasions to authors 
of plays of great merit which are in- 
eligible for the prize. 

Three hundred and twenty-nine plays 
were submitted in the contest. 


FINE GROWTH OF TULSA 
LITTLE THEATER GROUP 

From 50 members to 500 members 
within one year's time has. been the

With the problem of a director 
solved a suburban theater, used formerly 
as a motion picture house, completely 
and beautifully equipped, was secured 
and renamed the Little Theater in Al- 
hambra Squar: 

membership campaign was waged 
thru the summer, with the result that 
300 names were placed on the roster.

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Roland Butler Makes 
Unusual Adv. Contract 


Puts Over Deal for Front-Page Position in 
All Boston Papers for Ringling- 
Barnum Shows 


Boston, June 3.—An unusual advertis- 
ing contract between a newspaper and 
a circus was put thru here by Roland 
Butler for the Ringling Bros. and Bar- 
num & Bailey Combined Shows, for which 
Butler is contracting press agent. 

Instead of letting the advertising for 
the Big Show go on the same page with 
the other amusement ads, where it 
would be almost buried, Butler contracted 
all advertising to run on front pages, with 
the exception of the week-day editions of 
The Advertiser, which is ga pictorial tab- 
loid and doesn’t accept page one adver- 
tising copy. Front-page space was ob- 
tained on the Sunday edition of this 
paper, however. 

The total amount of money spent did 
not exceed that which would have been 
necessary to obtain a minimum showing 
on the amusement pages, Butler also 
succeeded in buying all the space in 
every paper at local rates. The Herald, 
Traveler and American have special cir- 
cus rates for amusement sections or run 


of paper, but the front page is a flat 
rate and open to the world as far as 
rate-card information goes, so Butler 
took advantage of the: situation. Some 
Boston papers probably will have qa spe- 
cial front-page rate for circuses next 
season, but this time the Big Show en- 


joyed the same rate as other legitimate 
business firms. 

It was necessary, of course, for the 
..-B. copy to be cut, but 35 lines on th 
front page has more display value than 
350 lines on the theatrical amusement

The Boston papers have per- 
refused to segregate the ads of 
and motion picture attractions 
New York and most other metro- 
politan papers segregate them, and the 
reason they refuse to do this is so that 
they can get mere space and more money 
out of advertisers. When amusement 
ads of all kinds are dumped into a couple 
of pages, regardless of arrangement or 
classification, the result is confusing to 
and of little value as an 
directory. It forces the ad- 
vertiser to overspend in an attempt io 
have his copy seen—which apparently is 
just what the Boston Publishers’ As- 
sociation has sought in its eagerness to 
squeeze more ad copy out of amusements. 
Other classes of advertisers (display) 
get favorable positions regardless of size 
of copy, and no one is deliberately pitted 
against them. And on top of it all amuse- 
ments pay a much higher rate than any 
other local concerns. 

As far as records show this is the first 
time an entire advertising campaign has 


ever been placed on front pages by a 
eireus. Special events, such as auto 
shows, the Brockton Fair, expositions, 


ete., have been force€ to use front pages 
in Boston, however, to command atten- 


tion. But in this particular instance the 
R.-B. organization has killed two birds 
with one stone—it has gotten the atten- 


tion of the public and received what it 
paid for.

When the hunt starts 
we can't follow the movie-expedition 
method and round up a herd and chase 
them along before an auto unti] they are 
run out of wind. Any animal which has 
been run down and captured never lives 
long in captivity Ask any race-horse 
man and he will tell you that when a 
horse has been ridden or driven beyond 
its limit it breaks either its wind or its 
heart. And so it is with all hoofed ani- 
mals 

After our collector is on location and 
he and his horses and men have rested 
it is easy to locate a band of giraffes, 


but to separate a yearling from _ its 
mother and the rest of the herd, and 
then capture it without exhausting or 


injuring it, is quite another matter. Then 


we have to get it back to the nearest of 
our African farms, which may be 200 
miles or more away; get it contented 


and used to its surroundings; coax it to 
eat and drink, and finally pack it in a 
shipping box which must be upholstered 
like a parior-car chair 

The nearest port to the farm is eighty 
miles away, and the big box must bé

ause the carnival is what it is as be- 
ause it hurts another business. Mer- 
lants are learning that carnivals do 
not ‘take all the money out of town,’ 
Citizens are learning that much of the 
propaganda circulated, if not all of it, is 
put into circulation by theater owners, 

ost of them operating moving picture 
shows. 

“With this awakening is coming the 
knowledge that every legislative body 
that enacts anti-carnival legislation 1; 
giving an amusement monopoly to the 
movine picture theaters. No real Ameri- 
can will stand for a legislative body, re- 
gardless of what body it is, telling him 
just what amusement he can or can not 
ece, 

“The Nat Reiss Shows will continue 
to improve their present method of 
publicity regardless of what other or- 
ganizations may think or do about it. 

“The situation is this: If carnival man- 
agers will quite fighting each other, get 
together in some form of mutual welfare 
organization and show more fight to the 
opposition no other cities will be ‘closed 
and many of those now ‘closed’ will i« 
opened.”’

tionist” during our engagement in that 
city. He informed the grocer that the 
patronage of the theaters had dropped 
and we were taking all the money out of 
town. The grocer, having sold that week 
considerable merchandise to the refresh- 
nent stands, the cookhouse, dining car 
and concessions using groceries, and hav- 
ing had his attention called to the busi- 
ness by the show people requesting 
receipted bills for attachment to their 
statements, replied to the “oppositionist” : 
“Taking all the money out of town h—. 
Those people have spent more with me 
this week than so-and-so (naming the 
manager of the local theaters) has spent 
during the 20 years I have been in busi- 

ness here.” 

The writer seriously questions that a 
carnival does material injury to a picture 
show if the manager of the show give real 
opposition in booking first-run_ pictures 
and in added features during the carni- 
val’s engagement. In Ironton one picture 
house booked a first-run film and ‘heavily 
advertised it for Monday and Tuesday 
night of our engagement there. He turned 
away patronage Monay night and Tues- 
day night the S. R. O. sign was out 
early. The same thing happened in 
Portsmouth, and in addition to the op- 
position of the carnival the theater owner 
had a food show to buck. The writer 
henestly believes that if a carnival was 
permitted to exhibit near the center of a 
city instead of being forced to the out- 
skirts the “dropins’’ would greatly in- 
erease the revenue of the theaters end 
retail merchants for that week. As it 
now stands the crowds will go to a carni- 
val regardless of where it is located, and 
being further away from the business 
section there are no “dropins” and the 
picture show and merchant lose their op- 
portunity to capitalize on the crowds 
drawn ‘at night to the streets near their 
locations. 


HE owner of a moving picture theater 

in Ironton met the manager of a 

Portsmouth park on the streets of 
the former city after our engagement. 
“What are we going to do to offset this?” 
he asked, exhibiting a copy of The Iron- 
ton Tribune, with a story of our ex- 
penditures We had moved to Ports- 
mouth and the conversation was repeated 
in the office wagon by the park man, a 
good friend of Harry G. Melville. 

“What are we going to do to offset 
this?” Doesn't that prove conclusively 
that even the “opposition’’ no longer be- 
lieves its own propaganda? And doesn’t 
that prove equally conclusively that right 
now is a mighty good time for carnival 
owners to take some steps, such as the 
adoption of an expenditure expose, to 
enlighten those who would be their friends 
f given the opportunity and at the same 


time give the opposition something else 
to “offset’’? 

Sensil I citizens know fhat the charge 
of aking all the money out of town by 
the carnival is ridiculous. They know 
that most of the merchants’ receipts go 
out of town for merchandise, railroads 
take thousands of dollars away each year 
in excursions Even the moving pi ré 
theater sends most of its receipts away 
to booking exchanges and in many « ties 
the theaters are now operated by out-of- 
town corporations. There is no opposi- 
tion to these industries because of the 

ijor part of their receipts going out of 


town and the opposition against carni) 
is so one-sided, and so obvious an attempt 
of theater owners to throttl compétit ion 
that it is an easy matter to win ip- 
porters if the supporters are g vem the 
nformation provided by the purchasing 
statementec 


These statements provide the most 


onomical method of “fighting back” ef- 
fective WwW ows but what their use 
f made neral, might not be the first 
t na defensive organization of carni- 
yners—the greatest need of the most

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The Job of the Advertising Man 


ERHAPS one of the must vital prob- 
lems connected with fair nianagement 


is that of selling the fair to the pub 
lic and of creating a desire in the mind 
of the public for your product This 
the purpose of fair advertising. The su 


cess of any business enterprise is 
direct proportion to the demand made b 


the public for the product of that busi 
ness. It is true with fairs and expos 
tions. The success of any fair will be 
governed largely by the abil ty of the ad- 


vertising or publicity department to create 
a desire in the mind of the to want 
to come to the fai: T) advertising 
problem of a fair is therefore one of sell- 
ing the fair to the publi: 


public 


Before proceeding further let us 
Peuse qa minute and distinguish between 
advertising and publicity if such a dis- 
tnction can be made. To a great many 
people they mean the same thing—and 
in reality are one and the same. Most 


of us think of publicity as what we get 


free of cost. Advertising is what we 
pay for. This may not be the best defi- 
nition in the world, but it will answer 
tne purpose here. 

Most fairs are only able to employ 
one man to handle both the publicity 
and advertising and where only one of 
these words is us:d in this article it is 
because the writer forgot to use the 
other. Most of this article, however, 
is a discussion of that advertising or 


publicity we pay for. ' 
One not closely associated with a fair 
or a new beginner in fair publicity or 


advertising may form the icea that the 
principal job of the publicity or adver- 
tusing department is to write high- 


powered ads 
newspapers. 


and occasional stories for 
One may entertain this idea 


in the beginning but it is sure to be 
changed if the entire publ« ty and ad- 
vertising campaign is followed thruout 


the season. 

It is fine to be able to write a good 
ad and to take a few facts and weave 
encugh adjectives into them to make a 
smooth-reading story—but these two 
things finally become daily routine 
duties. Where a fair is able to employ 
only one man in the advertising or pub- 
licity department, as in the case of most 


fairs, then the duties of this one man 
are doubly hard in that they require 
the talents of a man who can write a 
good newspaper story and at the same 


time be able tc. lay out the copy for an 
attractive ad And it is the common 
opinion of most newspaper and advertis- 
ing men that both of these talents are 
seldom if ever combined in any single 
incividual to any high degree of per- 
fection. The talent usuaily leans one 
Way or another 

The advertising man of a fair has a 
multiplicity of small details that do not 
require extraordinary ability to do, once 
the knack of doing them is learned. The 
problem of how to get the fair message 
over to several hundred thousand or per- 


haps millions of people on the limited 
advertising budget that most fairs have 
requires much careful thought and con- 
sideration. 


The Advertising Budget 


ODERN business is not being done 
M today without advertising or pub- 

licity in one form or another. At 
least not on a broad and extensive scale, 
Advertising and publicity cost money. 
And the money question should involve 
la budget. 
| Asa broad and general statement it is 
safe to say that the advertising budget 
for most fairs is far too small. It is 
only natural of course that a fair adver- 
tising man should think this way. But 
on the other hand, after a fair has been 
built, so to speak; that is, all depart- 
ments are overflowing with exhibit en- 
tries, all amusements provided for, and 
all concession space sold and things in 
general ship shape, if it is not sold to the 
public then it is generally a failure from 
a financial viewpoint. And this financial 
viewpoint is an important viewpoint, as 
all fair men know. 

The pulse of a State fair should be felt 
in every nook and corner of the State in 
which it is located. However, one can 
be almost safe in saying that many com- 
munities are not reached by the average 
State fair’s advertising. There are many 


fertile sections in most States in which 
State fairs are located that await de- 
veloping thru advertising When a busi- 


ness concern must have more business in 


order to survive it does one of two 
things. It goes after new business and 
gets it or it goes broke If a State fair 
must have more front-gate adm ssions 


it must go after them 
must be used in some form or other 
Don't be afraid to spend money for the 
right kind of advertising. It will be one 
of the most profitable expenses that the 
annual statement will show. 

It is not the purpose of this article to 
say how much a fair should spend for 
advertising. However, it can be stated 
that the advertising budgets of most fairs 
can be doubled and trebled with good re- 
sults—provided you can back up your ad- 
vertising with the good Most of us

advertising purposes has been high and 
seemingly out of proportion for the first 
few years, but as the volume of business 


increased the per cent spent for adver 
tis ng gradually decreased. Many fairs 
could find a lesson right here. Many 


coula well afford to spend from 12 to 15 
per cent of the total expenditures for ad- 
vertising purposes for three, four or five 
years or until the fair is well established 
in all sections of its trade territory. Then 
as the total attendance increased the ad- 
vertising budget would gradually de- 
crease. People have to be more or less 
educated to attend fairs. The great 
American public did not suddenly take to 


driving automobiles over night. They 
were educated to do it. 

The question of how much to spend 
should be decided by the fair manage- 


ment after a very careful and thoro sur- 
vey has been made of local conditions. 
The size and type of fair; its location 
in the State; accessibility by railroads 
and paved roads; density and kind of 
population and other local factors should 
all be taken into consideration. Some 
fairs spend five per cent of their budget 
for advertising, while others spend as hig} 
as 15 per cent or more Possibly the 
general average would run somewhere 
around seven to nine per cent. The ques- 
tion of how much to spend is purely gov- 
erned by conditions surrounding the in- 
dividual fair and the same conditions 
surrounding one fair do not often sur- 
round another. 


Where To Advertise 


FTER the advertising budget has 
A been decided upon the next question 

that usually confronts the advertis- 
ing department of a fair is ‘‘where shall 
we spend money”? Advertising a fair in 
Texas that is located in Kansas is poor 
business. Spending the entire appro- 
priation at home and forgetting the out- 
lying trade territory is likewise poor 
judgment. 

Many fairs are inclined to spend their 
advertising appropriation at or near 
home. A few years ago this was a sound 
advertising practice, but today this prac- 
tice is to be questioned. The drawing 
and pulling power of a fair away from its 
location is often underestimated. The 
coming of the automobile into the every- 
day life of nearly everyone, the con- 
tinual building of good roads everywhere 
and the ever-growing desire of the Amer- 
ican public to be “always on the go” 
make it all the more impressive that 
fairs should advertise further away 
from home. If a fair has something 
worth while that the people want to see 
they are not going to let a few dozen 
miles stand in their way. 


The number of people coming to the 
average State fair who live a considerable 
distance away is surprjsingly large con- 
sidering the amount of advertising the 
fair does away from home. A good way 
to check up on this is to read the com- 
munity items of the small country week- 
lies for a week or two after the fair is 
over. It will surprise the advertising 
man and the fair manager the number of 
people who attended the fair from the 
smaller communities. In most cases the 
surface has hardly been scratched. In 
most States a large number of front-gate 
admissions awaits the fair within two or 
three hours’ drive in a car. These people 
must be touched in some manner or an- 
other by the fair’s advertising if they are 
to be expected to attend the fair. 


Starting the Campaign 


HE amount to be spent for advertis- 
T ing has been set aside in the budget 
and it has been decided to spend 
the appropriation within the natura! trad: 
territory of the fair, spending the greater 
part of the money at home or near home 
and gradually spending less the further 
away we get. It has also been decided 
that the money shall be spent on news- 
papers and farm journals, billboards and 
direct by mail advertising 
Now comes two of the most important 
questions that will have to be answered 
by the advertising and publicity depart- 
ment during the entire year: “How and 
when shall the advertising campaign be 
started?” And the correct answer to these 
juestions will largely determine the num- 


ber of people who will pass thru the turn-

his time of the year is a muffler or 
damper. 

One of the first things that should be 
learned in fair advertising is that there 
are two kinds of publicity or = ad- 
vertising that a fair must do. Ad- 
vertising and publicity to get exhibits, 
and advertising and publicity to get 
crowds. The line of distinction between 
these two is rather plain and an ex- 
perienced fair man can easily recognize 
them. An experienced = = fair nan will 
also easily recognize the fact that it is 
much easier to get exhibits tha it is 
to get crowds. 


The first general problem of the ad- 
vertising department in the canipaign as 
a whole is that of building a fair or in 


other words to securé entries of exhibits 
so that there may be something to off 

the public during the fair week. There 
are a number of mediums thet can be 
used for this purpose. As stated above 


the use of country papers and farm 
journals is perhaps best. Direct by 
mail advertising, personal solicitation and

diums to use. This problem of building 
the fair and securing of exhibits will re- 
quire most of the time in the early part 


of the season and should be 
three or four months 
opens. 

Broadly speaking, the fair 
a position of both buyer and seller.

usually the premium list, to tell the 
people of the mone - it is going to give 
away for the best ear of corn, biggest 


and fattest cow, best pie and fastest 
horse. Here is a man living say 75 mile 

from the fair and he has what he thinks 
to be a fine cow. He is swelled over the 
fact that he owns this cow and naturally 
thinks she is the best in the State. A 
letter or two and a copy of the premium 
list is usually all that is needed to get 
this man to bring his cow to the fair. 
He has visions of a first prize, a blue 
ribbon, a newspaper writeup and a pos- 


sibility of selling the cow's calf for a 
handsome sum. Just a little work and 
this man is your exhibitor. And this 


applies to the man raising fine chickens, 
corn, mules and so on. In the above 
respect the average fair assumes the posi- 
tion of a buyer. 

The tables are turned when a fair be- 
gins to advertise for crowds. It assumes 
the position of a large department store. 
So far as the outside public is concerned 


it has nothing more to give away It is 
a large store full of merchandise that 
it is trying to sell to the publix First 


Mr. Average Man must usually pay a 
privilege fee to inspect the merchandise. 
After he has paid his gate admission for 
this privilege of seeing what he wants 
to buy, then he must select the bargains 
the fair has to offer along amusement 
lines, and, like buying anything else, he is 
hunting a bargain. Mr. Average Man must 
usually choose, unless he worked the

Now getting back to the two distine- 
tions in fair publicity or advert Z 
stated above, it does not take a great deal 
of advertising to get people to exhibit at 
your fair if they think they have a 
chance of winning a money prize, fame 
publicity and g ory This borne out 
by the fact that nearly every vear most 
fairs are filled to capacity jn some one 
or more departments and exhibit may 
have to be turned away But did anvone 
ever hear of a fair that refused to take 
é in’s Of cents at a grute or on the 
midway, or at the race or night how? 
This joyous situation may happen oe- 
asionally at some few fair for one dav 

but never during the entire period of 
the fair

“House-to-House Salesmen ~ Se New 
Business Paths": 

“The American housewife has become 
aware of late of gq new method of market- 
ing. Perhaps she puts it down to a 
natural increase in the number of agents, 
peddlers and canvasse rs, but if so she is 
mistaken. The man who now comes to 
her door with a suitcase full of samples 
is the representative of a manufacturer 
who has found it profitable to eliminate 
retailers and other middlemen and deal 
direct with the purchaser. 

‘The important distinction between the 
modern suitcase man and the house-to- 
house peddler of yore is that your mod- 
ern caller, unlike the peddler, belongs 
to a national organization and is special- 
ly trained in his particular field. He is, 
as he says, the local representative of a 
large manufacturing concern As such 
he represents the manufacturers’ revolt 
against the jobbers and wholesalers. 

“What prompts the manufacturer to 
sell his wares direct to the housewife 
and thus go over the heads of jobbers 
and wholesalers? In 1920 the sharp col- 
lapse of prices in all comm di ties caused 
wholesalers suddenly to stop buying from 
the manufacturers. The whole machinery 
of distribution was thrown out of gear, 
and manufacturers were left with large 
stocks on hand 

“To meet this emergency a company 
manufacturing household articles worked 
out a mill-to-consumer plan. It selected 
a trade name, and put thousands of dol- 
lars into advertising. It sent out repre-

“There was nothing especially notice- 
able about little Eva except that she for- 
got to wear any stockings, and as she 
was old enough to have played the part 
20 years ago it was quite shocking. In 
fact one Meridian resident was called 
down good and plenty by his wife when 
he became so engrossed in the story Eva 
was telling Uncle Tom that he fell off a 
high seat. 

“Speaking of reserved seats, it was 50 
cents to get in, 25 cents for a reserved 
seat, and 10 cents for the concert. This 
is not a high price as shows go, 
but in this case it was robbery, pure and 
simple. 

“In the transition scene when the cruel 
Legree whips Uncle Tom to death, and 
the latter is supposed to enter the pearly 
gates, Uncle Tom acted as tho he was 
willing to go to either place, so as to get 
thru the act quickly. 

“You have heard of doubling in parts— 
well all help, including six or eight peo- 
ple. trebled in parts. Uncle Tom acted as 
usher. as Uncle Tomandcne other. Aunt 
Ophelia was ticket taker, Eliza and the 
strict New England aunt. Marks, the 
lawyer, was everywhere in different 
makeups. 

“George Selby was the husband of 
Eliza, also a cruel slave buyer and gen- 
eral utility man. Topsy was also Uncle 
Tom's wife and ticket taker. 

“Some of the time of the play was 
taken up in selling candy with prizes 
inside, and announcing the concert. Yes, 
it was interesting if you did not weaken 
and decide that your backbone would 
stand no more of the narrow seats and 
rough jokes.” 

Mr. Baird stated that a show of this 
caliber is liable to prosecution under the 
“truth in advertising’’ law in Idaho. 

Quoting from some of the advertising 
matter used by the comany it is interest- 
ing to note: “Showing under a monster 
waterproof tent with seating capacity for 
2.000 people; grand operatic orchestra at 
each performance and an immense stage, 
gorgeous scenery and great mechanical 
effects”. 

Mr. Baird stated he is of the opinion 
that such advertising does more harm 
than good: people who are once fooled 
will never take another chance.
